WORCESTER, SS. 
To either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury, in the 
County of Worcester, Greeting: 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Millbury, qualified to vote in elections and town affairs 
to meet at the Town Hall, in said Millbury, on Monday the 
7th day of February, next, at-fifteen minutes of six o’clock 
in the forenoon, to elect the following officers, to wit: 

Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector 
of Taxes, Auditor, Moderator, Six Constables, Tree Warden, 
Highway Surveyor, one member of the Board of Public 
Welfare and two members of the Board of Selectmen, all 
for the term of one year; one member of the School Com- 
mittee for three years; one Assessor for three years; one 
member of the Board of Health for three years; Trustee 
of Town Library for three years; one Commissioner of 
Cemeteries for three years; one member of the Board of 
Public Welfare for the term of three years; all to be voted 
for on one ballot. 

Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers 
for the year ensuing. 

And to meet on February 12th, 1944 at 2 P. M. at the 
Town Hall, in said Millbury, to act on the following articles, 
to wit: 

Article 3. To hear the reports of the several Town 

Officers and Committees and act thereon. 
_ Article 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the year 
ensuing, including sums for the lighting of streets, the 
maintenance of the Town Library, the observance of Memo- 
rial Day, care and improvement of cemeteries, care of 
clocks, care of fire alarm, the use of the Tree Warden and 
for Town Aid to Needy Soldiers and their Widows, salaries 
of Fire Department, and Police Retirement Pensions or 
take any action thereon. 

Article 5. To determine the time when all taxes shall 
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be payable and make regulations concerning the payment 
of same. : 

Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to 
borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1944, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one 
year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a 
period of less than one year in accordance with Section 17, 
Chapter 44, General Laws. 

Article 7. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to employ counsel in any suit that may be brought against 
the Town. 

Article 8. To choose any committee or committees that 
may be thought necessary. 

Article 9. To see if the Town will authorize the Asses- 
sors to print the Valuation and Tax List and raise and 
appropriate money therefor, or take any action thereon. — 

Article 10. To see what action the Town will take regard- 
ing the hiring of two or more policemen to patrol our streets 
and raise and appropriate money for same, or take any 
action thereon. 

Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell, after first giving notice of the time and 
place of sale by posting such notice of sale in some con- 
venient and public place in the Town fourteen days at least 
before the sale, property taken by the Town under tax title 
procedure provided that the Selectmen or whomsoever they 
may authorize to hold such public auction may reject any 
bid which they deem inadequate, or take any action rela- 
tive thereto. 

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for the purpose of Chapter 90, 
maintenance, or take any action thereon. 

Article 13. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to provide for extraordinary or unfore- 
seen expenditures under the provisions of Chapter 40, Sec- 
tion 6, of the General Laws of Massachusetts, to be known 
as the reserve fund, or take any action thereon. 

Article 14. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
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‘men to employ a Civil Engineer, when in their judgment 
it is necessary, and raise and appropriate money therefor, 
or take any action thereon. 

Article 15. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $4000. for the year’s rental of the accommoda- 
tion at the Assumption School now used by the Millbury 
School Department, or take any action thereon. 

Article 16. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to be expended by the School Committee 
for the employment of a Custodian and for other expenses 
for the maintenance of the Windle Field or take any action 
thereon. 

Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $100. to be expended by the Board 
of Selectmen for eye-glasses for underprivileged children, 
or take any action thereon. 

Article 18. To see if the Town will appropriate $50. to 
be paid to the Trustees for County Aid to Agriculture, in 
accordance with the provisions of, and for the purpose of, 
Chapter 128, General Laws, or for the support of Demon- 
stration work in Agriculture, Home Economics, or Boys’ 
and Girls’ Club Work, under the direction of the Agent, or 
instructors, or the Trustees co-operating with the local 
Town Director, or pass any vote or votes in relation thereto. 

Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to be expended by the Board 
of Public Welfare for the purpose of Chapter 418 of the 
Acts of 1936, and acts in amendment thereto, entitled ‘“‘Aid 
to Dependent Children” or take any action thereon. 

Article 20. 'To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money for general municipal purposes under authority of, 
and in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 49, of 
the Acts of 1983 and amendments thereto, or take any 
action thereon. 

Article 21. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for State Aid Relief to defray expense of 
current year, or take any action thereon. 

Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $475. for the printing of the Annual 
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Town Reports, so that an itemized list of the expenditures 
under each appropriation will be shown therein, or take 
any action thereon. 

Article 23. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of $750. to be paid the Millbury Society for 
District Nursing, or take any action thereon. 

Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to maintain the Town dump 
on Riverlin Street, under the supervision of the Board 
of Health, or take any action thereon. 

Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500. to be used by the Selectmen to 
settle claims for personal property damage or incidental 
personal injury claims that may be brought against the 
Town, or take any action thereon. 

Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of One Hundred ($100.) Dollars to 
be expended by the Treasurer for filing fees and the néces- 
sary expenses of foreclosing certain Tax Titles now held 
by the Town, through Land Court procedure, or take any 
action thereon. 

Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to be expended by the Regis- 
trars of Voters for canvassers, supplies, salaries of Reg- 
istrars and clerk, printing, and clerical hire, necessary to 
carry out the work required under the provisions of Chapter 
440 of the Acts of 1938, or take any action thereon. 

Article 28. To see of the Town will vote to accept as a 
public way Oak Street, so called, located in East Millbury 
as laid out by the Selectmen in accordance with plans filed 
with the Board of Survey, or take any action thereon. 

Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money for the construction of a sidewalk on the 
northerly side of Providence Street, beginning at the 
present sidewalk and extending westerly to the bridge at 
the junction of Maple Street and Providence Street, or take 
any action thereon. 

Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1500. to be expended under the 
supervision of the Highway Surveyor, for the construction

of a sidewalk on the northerly side of Wheelock Avenue 
from the Grafton-Worcester Road to the School Building, 
or as far as the money will allow, or take any action thereon. 

Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate a sum of money, to be expended under the supervision 
of the Highway Surveyor, for the construction of a Grano- 
lithic or Bituminous concrete sidewalk on the easterly side 
of Millbury Avenue, beginning at the present sidewalk and 
extending to Wheelock Avenue, or take any action thereon. 

Article 32. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money, to be expended under the 
supervision of the Highway Surveyor, to construct a side- 
walk on the southerly side of West Street from Cherry 
Street to Waters Street, or take any action thereon. 

Article 33. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money, to be expended under the 
supervision of the Highway Surveyor, to construct two side- 
walks of tarvia, four feet wide, on each side of Coral Street, 
or take any action thereon. 

Article 34. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $200. to be expended, under the 
supervision of the Selectmen, for expenses incurred in 
future War Bond drives and other civic events, or take 
any action thereon. 

Article 35. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money, to be expended under the 
supervision of the Highway Surveyor, for the purpose of 
resurfacing and oiling Miles Street from Main Street to 
Hamilton Street, or take any action thereon. 

. Article 36. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to be expended under the 
supervision of the Highway Surveyor for the purpose of 
resurfacing South Main from the Town Hall to the Bridge, 
or take any action thereon. 

Article 37. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $200, to be expended under the 
supervision of the Board of Selectmen for the purpose of 
inscribing, on the new World War Memorial, the names 
of the members of the armed Service from Millbury, or 
take any action thereon. 
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Article 38. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate, or transfer from available funds in the treas- 
ury, a sum of money for the purchase of war bonds or other 
bonds that are legal investments for savings benks, in order 
to establish a postwar rehabilitation fund, in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 5, Acts of 19438. 

ARTICLE 39. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate, or transfer from unappropriated avail- 
able funds in the treasury, a sum of money for Chapter 
90 Highway Maintenance, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 

The polls will be open at 5:45 A.M. and may be closed at 
4 o’clock P.M. 

And you are directed to serve this warrant by posting 
up an attested copy thereof at each of the Post Offices and 
at the First Congregational Meeting House in Bramanville, 
and at the Fire Station located on Wheelock Avenue, East 
Millbury, and at Ruskin’s Store at Dority Pond, and at 
Johnson’s Store on Johnson Street, in said Town, seven 
days at least before the time of holding said meeting. 

HEREOF fail not and make due return of this Warrant 
with your doings thereon to the Town Clerk at the time and 
place aforesaid. 

Given under our hands this thirteenth day of January in 
the year one thousand nine hundred and forty-four.

The Engineers appointed by your board met and or- 
ganized as follows: 


William D. Horne—Chief 
Joseph E. Army—First Assistant and Clerk 
Richard F. Gillert—Second Assistant 


During the year 1943, Number 1 Company answered 
48 bell alarms, 14 still alarms, and 16 false alarms. 
Number 2 Company answered 42 ‘bell alarms, 10 still 
alarms, and 16 false alarms. Number 3 Company an- 
swered 1 bell alarm.

This department consists of a Warden and five Depu- 
ties. 

This year I have been called to 70 brush fires, 44 
grass fires, and 8 dump fires. 

For equipment I have on hand 28 (214 gallon) acid 
extinguishers, 23 water pump cans, 12 rakes, 50 pounds 
of soda, and one-half carboy acid. 

This has been a bad year for forest fires. Had a very 
serious one at East Millbury. 

Many grass fires occurred just through carelessness, 
burning rubbish in incinerators on windy days without 
a cover. The law strictly requires a cover on all incin- 
erators. 

There is a shortage of man-power so the public should 
cooperate and try to prevent these unnecessary fires. 

Be sure to secure a fire permit for any outside burning.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I respectfully submit my seventh annual report and the fifty-fourth 
in the series of reports of the Millbury School Superintendents. 

During the past year some educational authorities have urged that 
the high schools drop all academic and cultural subjects especially in 
the last two years of high school and concentrate exclusively on voca- 
tional subjects. At Toledo the convention of the American Vocational 
Association recommended such a program. The object of such a pro- 
gram, it is asserted, would be to enable the boy or girl to enter indus- 
try or the armed forces with a minimum loss of time after leaving 
school. However, Dr. John C. Wright, Assistant United States Com- 
missioner of Vocational Education seemed to favor a more moderate 
program when at the same convention he said that the best thing 
the schools of this country can do is to offer vocational courses to 
their students during the last two years of high school. 

This more moderate course has been followed in the schools of 
New York where cultural subjects have been retained but have been 
pointed toward conditioning youth for participation in the war. 
Thus in English classes stories are read relating to the conquest 
of the air. History courses stress the rise of democracy and the 
fight for freedom. Art emphasizes industrial design, the produc- 
tion of war bond posters, etc. 

In our own High School courses in Aeronautics and Fundamen- 
tals of Electricity, Machines, Shopwork, Radio, and Automotive 
Mechanics have been added to the curriculum. These courses have 
proved popular and practical. In addition we have retained the 
cultured and academic courses. Once the war is over a knowledge 
of these subjects will be essential for anyone who wishes to obtain 
a college degree, and neglect of them could not but have a disastrous 
effect on the various professions and even on our democratic way 
of life which requires intelligent citizenship. 


Elementary Schools 


In the elementary schools the Elson Basic Reading Series which 
proved so successful in the first semester of grades I, II, and III, 
was continued for the second semester in those grades. The teach- 
ers and pupils now enjoy the advantages of the most modern read- 
ing series available. It is a pleasure to report that Miss Beals, 
Supervisor of Primary Education for the State Department of 
Education, on a recent official visit was so impressed as to remark 
that our children were supplied with the best and most modern 
textbooks and workbooks. She also commented on the excellent 
work being done by the teachers. Due to the cooperation of both 
teachers and pupils the total sale of War Savings Stamps and 
Bonds amounted to $2,000 monthly. 


High School 


All the boys in the senior class took the A-12 or V-12 War Depart- 
ment examination. Fourteen of the twenty-eight who took the exam- 
ination were successful. This was a very high average. The exam- 
ining board of the War Department wrote congratulating the 
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school on the fine results obtained in our school. The examiners | 


considered the results especially remarkable in view of the fact 
that not a chosen few but all the boys in the senior class participated 


in the examinations. 
Repairs 


Government regulations again held repairs to a minimum for 
the year. Our greatest expense was incurred by reconverting the 
heating systems to coal. In addition we repaired the roof of the 
West Millbury school and painted its entire interior. At the Bur- 
bank school new outside steps were installed. New shades were 
purchased for the East and West Millbury schools. 


Otis Group Intelligence Tests 


The Otis Group Intelligence tests were conducted in all the grades. 
Compared with the better schools TEPHER SSE the country the average 
obtained was very favorable.

Report of Mr. Stephen Beaton, Jr. 
High School Principal 


At the beginning of this school year, the enrollment in the high 
school was, as was predicted last year, considerably below the aver- 
age for the past six years. In the spring of 1943, three hundred 
and sixty pupils signed up for high school courses. However, 
about ten percent dropped out and the fall of 1943 saw us start 
school with three hundred and thirty. Frankly speaking, this 
was not as great a decrease as we had anticipated and is very 
small in comparison with the large drop in attendance most high 
schools are experiencing. This seems to indicate that the parents of 
the high school-aged boy and girl in Millbury are thinking in the 
right direction—of the future benefits of a high school education, 
and not of the present pleasures of a larger family income. 
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This year in addition to our regular courses we have added the 
following to our curriculum: Fundamentals of Electricity, Funda- 
mentals of Radio, Fundamentals of Machines, Fundamentals of 
Shopwork, and Fundamentals of Automotive Mechanics. Concern- 
ing the importance of these courses I would like to quote from a talk 
given by Colonel Oliver C. Wyman on “The Importance of Pre- 
induction Training”: 

“There are five Pre-induction Training courses—The Fundamentals 
of Machines, The Fundamentals of Shopwork, The Fundamentals of 
Automotive Mechanics, and The Fundamentals of Radio which are — 
commonly needed. None are intended to develop experts. The aim 
is to give students an insight into the fundamental science involved 
in later operations. High School courses in physics and mathematics 
‘ are the best foundation but we believe that, at least in the final year 
of high school, every boy should have one or more of the Pre-induction 
Training courses. The critical shortage in the Army, at present, 
is men who have been well grounded in the fundamentals of machines 
and the fundamentals of shopwork. 

“Now what will this do for the Army if these men are given 
Pre-induction Training in high school? It means that, depending on 
the course, the Army is saved from 75 to 125 training hours per man 
and, with the fundamental training completed, can step him imme- 
diately into specialized training so he may play his part as a member 
of the combat team. Again, when we refer to an induction rate of 
350,000 per month, the amount of training time in hours thus saved 
becomes astronomical. 

“May I cite the practical application of a knowledge of some of 
these fundamental courses. The Fundamentals of Electricity includes 
information and understandings which are basic to 35 Army occu- 
pations. The Fundamentals of Machines is basic information for 
25 occupations. The Fundamentals of Radio is basic to 13 Army 
occupations. The Fundamentals of Automotive Mechanics is basic 
to 26 Army occupations.” 

We feel that the above courses added to the courses in aeronautics, 
science and math, will prepare our boys to the fullest extent for 
the services which they are to render their country. 

Results of the preparation they are receiving at the school may 
be seen in the following facts: In the V-12 and A-12 examinations 
taken last spring fifty percent of our boys passed one or the other; 
and eight of the eleven who took the Private Pilot Examination, 
given by the Civil Aeronautics Administration, Washington, received 
their certificates of Aeronautical Knowledge. These successful re- 
sults are directly attributable to the excellent training given in 
our new course in aeronautics. This latter honor is likewise reflected 
in the fact that our school is one of those selected by the American 
Council on Education for further analysis of those who took the 
CAA Examination on Aeronautical Knowledge in May-June 1948. 

Again we find several changes in the high school faculty. We 
regret very much the loss of the valued services of the following 
teachers: Miss Alice Donohue, teacher of mathematics, who was 
granted a leave of absence in order that she might join the WAVES; 
Miss Catherine Hennebery, teacher of French and English, and Miss 
Mary Heslinga, teacher of English, who left our ranks to be married. | 

We extend a hearty welcome to our new teachers; Miss Helen 
Brown, a graduate of Millbury High School and Regis College, who 
was appointed a teacher of French; Miss Mary Cassidy, a graduate 
of Regis, who was appointed a substitute teacher of history and 
civics; and Mrs. Gertrude Chase, former Millbury High School 
teacher, who was appointed a substitute teacher of mathematics. 
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Millbury High School has again been approved in Class “A” for 
the year 1948 by the Supervisor of Secondary Education, Mr. A. 
Russell Mack. It has also been approved by the New England College 
Certificate Board until December 31, 1945. 

The prizes, annually awarded on Class Day to the members of 
the senior class, were presented to the following students: Miss Mary 
Budreau, the Washington-Lafayette Medal for the highest average 
in American History; Frederick Burak, the Rensselaer Medal for 
excellence in mathematics and science; Miss Therese Ekstrom, the 
citizenship award given by the Daughters of the American Revolution; 
Miss Margaret Gauvin, the Becker Scholarship Key for having 
attained the highest average in commercial work during the junior 
and senior years; and Miss Margaret Murray, the Millbury Woman’s 
Club Scholarship award of one hundred dollars. 

In the Oratorical Contest sponsored by the George Devoe Post 9, 
American Legion and Auxiliary, prizes were won by the following 
students: Miss Mary Harris, first prize of $3.00; Miss Frances 
Cowan, second prize of $2.00; and prizes of $1.00 each went to Miss 
June Adams, Miss Grace Welch, and Thomas Hamilton. 

Although our club activities have been of necessity somewhat cur- 
tailed, the Dramatic Club, French Club, Biology Club, and a new 
and most welcome addition—the Millbury High School Orchestra, 
have continued their splendid work during the past school year. 

We are again pleased to announce that Millbury High School 
completed the school year of ’48 with an excellent attendance record, 
which is in no small way an exemplification of the interest of the 
parents to whom we extend our hearty thanks. 


Report of Miss Mary Sullivan, 
Supervisor of Physical Education 


Wartime service demands a condition of strength, endurance, co- 
ordination, and agility beyond that required for peacetime activities. 
Because of this fact, the physical fitness of our school children has 
become a national issue. Our government has asked for a more 
intensive physical education program, suggesting five hours weekly 
for boys and girls of high school age, since large numbers of these 
pupils will enter into active service either in the armed forces or 
wartime industry in the immediate future. Such a program is not 
possible in Millbury, but we did attempt to extend our program to 
include the high school boys who have been without a physical edu- 
cation teacher for some time. From January to June, I held classes 
once a week for the boys in the high school; however there were so 
many difficulties to contend with, such as shortened periods, no gym 
suits, lack of equipment, etc. that it seemed hardly worth while and 
classes were not resumed in September. 

In conducting the high school classes for both the girls and the 
boys, I have followed a manual published recently by the government. 
Of course, we are limited in many ways, one being inadequate 
school yard or grounds for holding outdoor classes, another being 
the lack of a suitable floor for the gym. These two items are defi- 
nite handicaps and limit our activities a great deal. 

The elementary grades were not visited from January to June 
because we had substituted the high school boys’ gym classes in their 
place. However, in September, they were resumed and are visited 
about once a month, while the girls in both the high and junior high 
schools meet once a week. There was no girls’ basketball team last 
winter because the war had affected transportation, heating, etc., 
but this fall the girls had a field hockey team and played four games.

Report of Miss Rose M. Masset, 
Supervisor of Home Economics 


Like other years, my report will deal with the sewing done in the 
Junior and Senior High Schools of Millbury. 

The work in the Junior High is the same as that of other years, 
namely to learn the fundamentals of sewing. To make it more inter- 
esting, these stitches are applied to articles such as the sewing bag, 
needlecase and pincushion, which they will use all through the years. 
Toward the end of the year, when they have mastered handstitching, 
the use and care of the sewing machine is taught them so that they 
may use it in the next year. 

All work in the eighth grade is done by machine. The use of a 
commercial pattern is something each girl becomes familiar with. 
This is done by making lingerie and simple cotton dresses. It is 
expected by the end of this year the girls will have attained a practi- 
cal knowledge of sewing. 

Those who wish to go on in sewing may take an advanced course 
in High School. Here they work with all kinds of materials and 
patterns. Not only are they limited to dresses, but they can make 
accessories such as bags, hats, scarves and jackets which are dear to 
the hearts of all girls of this age. 

With war conditions such as they are, this year many High School 
girls are taking advantage of this course, and, by showing a little 
originality and taste, are helping to clothe themselves at a nominal 
cost. 


Report of Mr. Wilmar H. Ela, 
Supervisor of Industrial Arts 


The subjects that I now teach are Mechanical Drawing, Woodwork, 
Home Economics, and Pre-induction Training. 

Mechanical Drawing is an elective subject for High School boys. 
The course includes problems in freehand isometric drawing, otho- 
graphic (three view) drawing, blueprint reading, tracing, inking, 
and making blueprints. Blueprints made in this class are used in 
the school shop. 

Woodwork is an elective subject for High School boys, but must 
be studied by all boys in the seventh and eighth grades. Students 
are given basic training in the use of hand tools gradually shifting 
to the use of electric power machines. This course is taught by the 
project method, i.e. each boy chooses a project in a certain group 
that contains the principles necessary for progressive work. Projects 
include simple bookends, tables, lamps, ash trays, to more intricate 
Boo scaney, chests, desks, inlaid tables and turned lamps and candle- 
sticks. 

A course in Home Mechanics is given to boys in the seventh and 
eighth grades and consists of repairing home appliances, electric 
cords, windows, frames, doors, ete. 

Pre-induction Training is limited to boys in the Senior and Junior 
classes. This course includes Fundamentals of Machines, Funda- 
mentals of Shop, and Fundamentals of Automotive Mechanics. 


Report of Miss Katherine M. Bowe, 
Supervisor of Music 


Music in the grammar schools has become more and more a part of 
the every day program. The children in the first grades singing 
rote songs and progressing through the grades to the reading of 
syllables, sight-singing and correct interpretation. 
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The seventh and eighth grades in the Junior High School achieve 
a greater knowledge of and pleasure from their music through the 
singing of three-part songs. The seventh grade sing three-part 
music and the eighth grade study bass clef and more difficult part 
songs. 

This year Freshman chorus has replaced Senior chorus and the 
boys and girls spend a pleasant forty minutes every Wednesday sing- 
ing novelty as well as patriotic songs. 

The Glee Club enrollment is much greater this year and their 
enthusiasm for good music is most encouraging. 

Music has really become an integral part of the school program 
and the improvement shown each successive year is most gratifying. 


Report of Miss Edna Charrier, 
Supervisor of Art 


While most of the art work in the Millbury schools is necessarily 
of a directed nature, self-expression and the correlation of art with 
other school subjects forms an important part of the curriculum. 
Fundamental principles of Designs and Color Harmony as well as 
the correct proportions of the human figure, animals and buildings 
are taught in the elementary grades. 

The Junior High School offers greater opportunity for individual 
self-expression in addition to the further development of elementary 
art principles. With the invaluable aid of Miss Leary the artistic 
outcomes have been very successful and of a high standard. 

To make art more meaningful and true to every day life the High 
School art classes have been making patriotic cut-paper posters which 
are most timely. The principles of Color Harmony, Design and 
lettering are indirectly but effectively taught. The work is com- 
pletely individualized and it is hoped in the future decorative and 
practical craft work may augment the present curriculum. 


Report of Dr. Arthur A. Brown, 
School Physician 


The annual inspection of the school buildings and the examina- 
tion of the pupils has been completed. A special examination was 
given to all pupils engaged in high school sports. 

In accordance with a recent legislative act, the feet of all pupils 
were examined. Various degrees of pes planus (flat feet) were 
found in a relatively small number of the pupils. Proper fitting of 
shoes and appropriate exercises to be instituted by Miss Sullivan, 
Supervisor of Physical Education, will aid in correcting or improv- 
ing as condition. No case of a contagious disease of the feet was 
ound. 

In June examinations for pre-school children were held in four 
school buildings covering the different sections of the town. 


Report of Miss May A. Stafford, R.N., 
chool Nurse 


The following is a summary of the health program: 

Four Pre-school clinics were held in May and June. Ninety-two 
children, accompanied by a parent, reported for examination. Four- 
teen tonsil cases were found and eight of these cases were corrected 
before school opened. 
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Dental clinics, with Dr. M. M. Hennebery in charge and sponsored 
by the Board of Health, are held every week. In May and June 
two clinics were held weekly. Twenty-eight clinics were held from 
January to June 7th at which four hundred and ninety treatments 
were given. Much dental care is still needed and we hope with the 
reopening of the clinic and the improved money conditions in so 
many families, to lower the number of these defects. 

The physical examinations have been completed through the eighth 

grade. The new State law making it necessary that the feet of all 
pupils be examined has brought to our attention a number of chil- 
dren having arch trouble. All of these cases will receive attention. 
. The annual testing of vision has been completed. This year 
pupils of all the grades have been tested with the lighted chart. The 
parents will be notified and a home visit made to explain any defect 
that may have been found. Six children have had their eyes tested 
and glasses provided for them from the special fund. 

The hearing of pupils in grades three through twelve was tested 
in October with the audiometer loaned to us by the State Department 
of Health. Twelve children with some loss of hearing were found 
and these cases will receive special care. Other children with some 
degree of deafness, who were discovered at earlier tests, will be fol- 
lowed up to encourage continued treatment. 

The tonsil and adenoid cases were taken care of by the families 
this year and a very encouraging number were done. Many are 
waiting for appointments and will probably be done before the first 
of the year. 

Four children were sent to Sterling Health Camp for two months 
this summer. This was made possible through the sale of seals and 
pins. From the proceeds of the Salvation Army fund, under the 
supervision of Mr. Sigfred Ekstrom and Mr. Charles Riley, we 
have purchased the entire equipment for teaching home nursing; 
cocoa, for making hot drinks, was given to the Dorothy Manor school 
children; and six children were sent to “Wonderland” in Sharon, 
Mass. for a week. We are indeed grateful for these accomplishments. 
In January a class in Home Nursing will be started for High and 
Junior High school pupils. 

Chocolate and plain milk was sold at the schools, sponsored by 
the Millbury Society for District Nursing. 

The weighing and measuring of all pupils has been completed. 
Cases of impetigo and pediculosis were cleaned up quickly, and there 
has been a definite improvement in all of the schools as to personal 
cleanliness. 

The routine work of home and classroom visits, personal inter- 
views, inspection for cleanliness, arranging ways and means for the 
correction of defects, first aid dressings, and health talks go on 
throughout the year. 

No serious outbreak of communicable diseases occurred during 
the year, although we had the usual cases of measles, mumps, chicken 
pox and whooping cough and several cases of scarlet fever. Alert- 
ness on the part of our teachers has sent a child in the first stages 
of various diseases to the Nurse or doctor and prevented serious out- 
breaks.
